Black Mesa Pipeline Begins Operations 


The Coal Is Flowing 


HE WORLD'S longest and 
largest coal slurry pipeline is 
now in service. 

Built by Black Mesa Pipeline, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Southern Pa- 
cific Pipe Lines, Inc., the 273-mile 
line delivers high quality bitumi- 
nous coal from strip mines near 
Kayenta in northeastern Arizona 


to the $207 million Mohave Power 
Project on the Colorado River, 
near Davis Dam, Nevada. 

Coal slurry began moving 
through the pipeline on a com- 
mercial basis in November, when 
the first of two thermal generating 
units at the Mohave power plant 
went into operation. 

The 18-inch pipeline will be 
delivering about 14,000 tons of 
coal a day to the power plant by 
mid-1971 when the second gen- 
erating unit goes into service. 
This tonnage is roughly equiva- 
lent to 156 90-ton freight car 
loads of coal. 

The power plant, at full capac- 
ity, will produce about 1.6 million 
kilowatts — more than enough 
electricity for two cities the size 
of San Francisco. The power will 
be distributed to communities in 
Arizona, Nevada, and California. 

The Peabody Coal Company is 
mining the coal from vast depos- 
its (estimated at more than 500 
million tons) underlying Black 
Mesa, a high plateau located on 
Navajo and Hopi Indian Land. 
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Members of the two tribes are 
receiving substantial royalties for 
the coal, and many now have well- 
paid jobs with the coal company 
and the pipeline. 

Peabody has contracted to sup- 
ply the power plant with at least 
117 million tons of coal over the 
next 35 years. This is one of the 
largest coal agreements in the 
history of the industry. 

Huge trucks carry 100 tons of 
coal per trip from the mines to a 
hopper at Peabody’s Kayenta 
plant. The coal is crushed, 
screened and delivered in golf- 
ball-sized chunks (or smaller) via 
conveyor belt to Black Mesa 
Pipeline’s nearby slurry prepara- 
tion plant. 

Hammer mills and rod mills at 
the slurry plant reduce the coal

to a coarse powder in a two-step 
grinding operation. Water is ad- 
ded to make a 50-50 mixture with 
the coal. 


The slurry then goes into stor- 
age tanks, each equipped with a 
10-foot-diameter propeller which 
agitates the slurry to keep the 
powdered coal in suspension. 

There are four of these “two- 
hour” tanks, so-called because 
each holds 12,000 barrels of 
slurry, enough to supply the pipe- 
line for that amount of time. 

During round-the-clock opera- 
tions, one tank is always being 
filled. The slurry is then tested 
for the water-coal ratio and is dis- 
charged into two other tanks, 
from which, after further testing, 
the slurry is pumped into the 
pipeline. The fourth tank is kept 
available for special purpose use. 

The plant has three parallel 
lines from the initial receiving 
bins, through the grinders, to the 
slurry storage tanks. 

The coal is propelled through 
the pipeline by pumping stations 
at Kayenta, Gray Mountain, Wil- 
liams and Seligman. Gray Moun- 
tain, which has the greatest ele- 
vation to overcome, has four 
1750-horsepower pumps. All 
pumps are specially designed for 
handling coal slurry and all are 
operated by remote control from 
Kayenta.

In addition to microwave com- 
munications, the pipeline has a 
complex electronic system for 
monitoring the progress of the 
slurry through the line. 

The pipeline originates at an 
elevation of about 6,500 feet and 
descends to 700 feet at the power 
plant. For the last 12 miles, the 
18-inch line is reduced to 12 in- 
ches in diameter to help control 
the movement of the slurry as it 
reaches its destination.

Award for Beowawe 


Beowawe, a small station in 
eastern Nevada, has been given an 
institutional award by the Envi- 
ronmental Science Service Ad- 
ministration of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce in recognition 
of 100 years of weather observa- 
tions by Southern Pacific agents 
‘stationed there.

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The water-coal mixture moves 
through the pipeline at about four 
miles an hour — slow enough to 
keep erosion at a minimum but 
fast enough so that the coal will 
not settle out. At this speed, it 
takes the slurry nearly three days 
to make the 273-mile trip. 


At the power plant, large cen- 
trifuges remove about 85 per cent 
of the water, which is re-used in 
the plant’s cooling system. The 
coal is further pulverized and fed 
into a furnace as a mixture of air 
and powdered coal.

Huge Expenditures In 1970: 


$200 Million for Improvements 


DPRne 1970, Southern Pacific put approximately $200 mil- 
lion to work to improve the transportation services it offers 
shippers. 

Of that amount, over $180 million went for improvements to 
railroad plant and equipment. 

Added to the Company’s rail fleet were more than 5,600 freight 
cars costing $111 million and 112 diesel locomotives costing about 
$29 million. 

Southern Pacific also rehabilitated 49 diesel units and 1,225 
freight cars during 1970. An additional 69 diesels and 1,500 
freight cars are programmed for rehabilitation next year. 

Acquisition plans for 1971 are not yet complete, but the Com- 
pany has already placed orders for 680 freight cars costing about 
$15 million. 

During the past year, Southern Pacific also: 

* Continued its leadership in developing new types of rail cars 
-— among them the experimental DASH (Disposal of Automobile 
Scrap Hulks) car, a flatcar with a special superstructure which 
can carry loads of mashed auto bodies weighing over 100,000 
pounds, and the new 319-foot-long articulated container car 
which has a payload capacity of 1.1 million pounds. This proto- 
type car has an adjustable tie-down system which can accommo- 
date 20, 24, 27, 30, 35 and 40-foot containers. 

° Expanded the Auto-Trans program for moving private autos 
between East and West Coast points to include service between 
the East Coast and Dallas/Houston, Texas. Rates from the West 
Coast to these Texas points are now under consideration. 

* Installed coupled-in-motion scales at Stockton and Burdell, 
Calif. (on the NWP). A similar scale was installed earlier at Berg, 
north of Roseville, Calif. These scales, which weigh full-length 
trains in less than 20 minutes, speed traffic by eliminating the 
need to switch cars to the scale track. 

© Received Civil Aeronautics Board authority for Southern 
Pacific Air Freight, Inc., to enter the air freight forwarding busi- 
ness. Service is expected to start next month. 

* Put big new Piggy Packers to work at Los Angeles and Oak- 
land. Next year, the Company plans to acquire more Piggy Pack- 
ers and expand piggyback facilities at Dallas, Portland, Oakland 
and Avondale, La. 

* Inaugurated thrice-weekly service on the City of San Fran- 
cisco, the Cascade and the Sunset. Through-sleeper service be- 
tween Los Angeles and New York is now available, with the 
Sunset’s sleeper parked for occupancy overnight at New Orleans. 

¢ Expanded TOPS to cover car distribution. Next year, the 
system will take in diversions and service requests, power distri-

concepts are now being offered to 
other firms by TOPS On-Line 
Services, Inc., a Southern Pacific 
subsidiary which has already as- 
sisted British Railways and Cana- 
dian National Railways in evalu- 
ating computer applications for 
their lines. 

* Extended TMIS to Oakland, 
San Francisco and San Jose. This 
system uses TOPS data to mea- 
sure terminal performance, relat- 
ing it to pre-defined goals (see 
Jan., 1969 Bulletin).

© Constructed 879 miles of mi- 
crowave between Dallas and East 
St. Louis and a 110-mile link be- 
tween Mount Vaca and Willits, 
Calif., on the NWP. Another 263- 
mile system was built for the 
Black Mesa Pipeline. Southern 
Pacific now has 6,053 miles of 
microwave and 215 repeater sta- 
tions in service, comprising the 
largest and most complete private 
network in the nation. 

* Installed VHF radios on 70 
road diesels and diesel switchers. 
We now have 6,822 rail, highway 
and walkie-talkie mobile radio 
units in service. Along 1,460 miles 
of our right-of-way, Southern Pa- 
cific people in mobile units can 
contact PBX operators and reach 
any telephone number on the sys- 
tem. 

© Began a program of equiping 
all non-turbo-charged diese] loco- 
motives with retention-type spark 
arresters, developed jointly by 


Southern Pacific and the Cali- |

¢ Completed a two-year evalu- | 


ation of “third generation” type 
lubricating oils and developed 
new specifications for diesel en- 


gine lubricants. 

¢ Installed a SEARCH unit

There are now SEARCH units at 
six points on our lines. 

*° Expanded the use of com- 
puters in purchasing and inven-

PFE also installed 
new trailer servicing facilities at 
Tucson, Ariz., and Salinas, Calif., 
during the past year. 
Truck Service 

New rail-truck terminals were 
placed in service at Dallas, Texas, 
and Benicia, Calif., during 1970, 
and the Oakland terminal was ex- 
panded by about one-third. Next 
year, the Company plans to pur- 
chase 600 more units of trucking 
equipment and build new termi- 
nals at Sacramento and Phoenix, 
for a capital expenditure of about 
$8 million. 

Pipe Lines 

SPPL expanded part of its Bay 
Area system (from Martinez, 
Calif., through Oakland and un- 
der San Francisco Bay to Bris- 
bane and the San Francisco In- 
ternational Airport) by adding 13 
miles of 12-inch pipeline and ad- 
ditional terminal facilities. 

As of October 1, the SPPL sys- 
tem covered 2,447 miles. By the 
end of 1970 the firm will have 
handled about 150 million barrels 
of product — an increase of 12.7 
per cent over 1969. 


Other Developments 
Other important 1970 activi- 
ties already covered in detail in 
the Bulletin include the design 
and development of the Vert-A- 
Pac car, the start of simulator 
training at our new Downey, 
Calif., Engine Service Training 
Center, and the formation of the 
Southern Pacific Land Company 
to accelerate the development of 
the Company’s extensive land 

holdings and mineral rights. 
During the first nine months 
of 1970, Southern Pacific helped 
locate 400 rail-served industries 
along its lines. An average of 
more than one carload-producing

New Terminal for Sacramento 


Work will start shortly after 
the first of the year on a $2.2 mil- 
lion Pacific Motor Trucking Com- 
pany terminal at Sacramento, 
with completion scheduled for 
about nine months later. 

The new scarlet and beige ter- 
minal, to be built just north and 
east of the Sacramento General 
Shops area, will be one of the 
most modern facilities of its kind 
in the nation, according to B. R. 
Johnson, president of PMT. 

Tt will include a landscaped 
two-story office building, the con- 
necting truck terminal, two main- 
tenance shops, a service station, 
and a railroad team track to han- 
die cars for industries not directly 
served by the railroad, Johnson 
explained. 

The 594 x 80-foot terminal, 
providing 47,500 square feet of 
dockage, will be served by a tow- 
veyor system to distribute freight, 
teletype and microwave commu- 
nications, an inter-com system, 
radio dispatching and other mod- 
ern tools. The docks will be able 
to accommodate 110 highway 
units simultaneously. 

The office building will provide 
6,000 square feet of office space 
in addition to locker rooms and 
other facilities for personnel. 


One of the two maintenance 
shops will handle repairs. The 
other will steam-clean and test 
the “roadability” of equipment. 

Personnel at Sacramento han- 
dle an average of 153 schedules 
daily, C. B. Hinesley, terminal 
manager said. They also perform 
loading and unloading operations 
at the Roseville piggyback ramps. 

PMT’s old terminal, located 
along the Sacramento River on 
the site where Leland Stanford 
broke ground for the construc- 
tion of the Central Pacific Rail- 
road in 1863, will be razed to 
make room for a park. 

Located in the park will be the 
California State Railroad Mus- 
eum which will house a collection 
of railroad equipment described ~ 
by the Smithsonian Institution as 
one of the nation’s greatest. It in- 
cludes the “Governor Stanford” 
(CP No. 1), the “C. P. Hunting- 
ton” (SP No. 1) and “No. 4294,” 
a cab-ahead and Southern Paci- 
fic’s last steam locomotive. 

The park and museum are part 
of “Old Sacramento,” a unique 
area which will include restored 
historic buildings, museums, cob- 
blestone streets, landscaped walk- 
ways, gas lighting and transpor- 
tation by horse-drawn street car. 
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Charity Gift Sets Record 


This year, as in the past, 
Southern Pacific people are giving 
generously to help their neigh- 
bors in need. 

Employes from the five San 
Francisco Bay Area counties have 
contributed $164,408.97 to the 
United Bay Area Crusade, the 
largest amount ever given in 19 
years of Company participation in 
UBAC.

While campaigns are still in prog- 
ress at various points throughout 
the system, Paul W. Ritter, chair- 
man of the General Office Cam- 
paign Committee and coordinator 
of all other Company drives, said, 
“Based on achievements so far, we 
think Southern Pacific people are 
going to make a fine showing again 
this year.”
